First News Husband Had of Affair 


Was This Morning in the Chi­ 


cago Papers. 


It is almost su perflu ou s to say 


th at the sole topic of conv ersation 


and discu ssion in 
Ru shv ille 
since 
y esterday morning is the sad tragedy 
th at occu rred at 
the 
Riley 
home 
where a mother su icided after shoot­ 
ing her fou rteen-y ear-old son. 
As 
is u su ally the ease—and it is to be 
« deplored— stories 
and 
conflicting 
stories, ru mors and gossip fills the 
air. 
Ev ery one has some new idea of 
the affair, or something to su pple­ 
ment to the already grewsome tale. 
The only new featu re of the trag­ 
edy today is the fact that the hu s­ 
band of the woman, Edward Crist, 
has notified the Riley family that he 
will arriv e here this ev ening and on 
that accou nt the fu neral planned for 
this afternoon has been postponed 
u ntil tomorrow afternoon. 
It will be 
condu cted by Dr. Y. W. Tev is and 
will be priv ate. 
Bu rial will occu r at 
E ast Hill cemetery . 
Crist cou ld not be located y ester­ 
day by either the relativ es of the wo­ 
man or the newspapers of Chicago 
bu t this morning he read of the terri­ 
ble fate of his wife and her son in 
the Chicago newspapers and imme­ 
diately wired that he wou ld arriv e 
on the C. H. & D. at six o’clock this 
ev ening. 
In the telegram today he 
stated that he was shocked when he 
read the report of his wife’s death. 
Crist is said to be q u ite wealthy and 
with the v ictim, has liv ed a life of 
lu x u riou s ease since their marriage 
sev eral y ears ago. 
Last y ear they 
spent the su mmer at Atlantic City 
and other eastern watering 
places. 
Seldom does one plan a deed as 
carefu lly as Mrs. Crist did. 
Nothing 
was left u ndone or said 
that 
her 
plans wou ld not materialize, ev en to 
the minu test detail. 
In one 
of 
the 
letters she left to the Riley family 
she said she intended to 
fire 
ihe 
shots as the late train passed the 
hou se, that none wou ld he aw aken­ 
ed in the hou sehold. 
Li Mr. Riley 's 
env elope she left the checks for ner 
tru nks, fiv e in nu mber, which were 
not brou ght to the hou se u ntil after 
the tragedy . All of her costly clothes 
and jewels she left to her cou sin 
Ru by Riley . 
When she placed $27 5 
in money in the bank in Miss Riley ’s 
name she told the bankers she owed 
some bills arou nd Ru shv ille and she 
wou ld hav e her cou sin check ou t the 
money and pay them. To Miss Riley 
she told that the money was pu t in 
the bank and asked her to bu y a 
monu ment and hav e it erected 
for 
her brother, whose body was nev er 
recov ered from San Francisco 
bay 
where he was drowned, and hav e the 
wording on the stone read as if the 
body was interred below. This money 
she intended to be u sed for her fu n­ 
eral ex penses. 
Mrs. Crist told Mrs. Riley that she 
liad a fine hair m atress in storage in 
Chicago and wanted her to send for 
it. 
She had in mind then that she 
might spoil the m attress in the room 
where the shooting occu rred. 
Members of the Riley family now 
recall many strange things that Mrs. 
C rist said since she arriv ed Tu esday 
ev ening for a v isit. 
They recall that 
she said things that had mu ch mean­ 
ing in them, and were forewords of 
the terrible tragedy that was to fol­ 
low. 
She told them she wou ld n ot 
be there Thu rsday morning an d ask ­ 
ed them to do certain things for her. 


family and seemed to be all absorbed 
in her son whom she play ed marbles 
with on the floor, as one child wou ld 
play with 
another. 
Sev eral 
times 
du ring the ev ening she Av as nearly 
ov ercome with emotion and bordered 
on a breakdown. She wou ld take her 
hands and say : 
“To me honey y ou 
are the sweetest thing in the world.” 
It was her great lov e for her boy 
and the fear that he might not find 
life Av orth while, and also that he 
might be spared the pangs of deep 
sorrow that probably 
prompted the 
mother to decide on taking him with 
her when she went into eternity . 
Mrs. Crist prepared herself, as far 
as was possible for bu rial. 
Before 
leav ing Chicago she pu rchased cloth­ 
ing for that 
end for both 
herself 
and the boy . 
Before retiring she 
manicu red her nails and her son’s 
nails and both were groomed af if 
for an elaborate social e\Tent. 
One sad featu re abou t the boy ’s 
death Av as his plans for y esterday 
that Av ere nev er realized. 
The day 
before he asked 
John 
Winship, a 
relativ e, if he might driv e his horse 
the following day , for he 
said 
he 
neA’er drov e a horse in his life. 
Mr. 
Winship assu red him that he might 
hav e the horse all day and driv e to 
his heart’s content. 
Word has been sent broadcast in 
search of Frank Crane, the first hu s­ 
band of the deceased, and the father 
of the u nfortu nate boy , bu t so far 
they hav e been u nable to locate him. 
He is thou ght to be in the 
lu mber 
bu siness in Tennessee. 
The deepest sy mpathy and words 
of condolence is ex pressed on all 
sides for the Riley family .

After a trip arou nd the world on a 


United States boat, in one of the 


greatest feats 
of 
a nav al cru ise, 
E\-erett Pickard, the twenty -y ear-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. L. S. Pickard, of 
North Benjamin street, arriv ed home 
last night. 
He left Ru shA*ille sev en­ 
teen 
months ago, a cru de, ty pical 
Hoosier stripling of a boy and re­ 
tu rned with the hearty appearance of 
a tar, twenty pou nds of flesh added 
to his frame and the jargon of a 
cosmopolitan. 
Aside from being one 
of the lu cky seamen aboard a ship 
that made an env iable record, y ou ng 
Pickard’s boat, 
the Yankton, also 
figu red in many incidents that a t­ 
tracted world-wide attention. 
It was the first American boat that 
arriv ed at Messina after the great 
q u ake there and rendered inv alu able 
assistance to the su rv v ors; it was the 
boat that was lost in a storm for 
three day s and for which mu ch anx i­ 
ety A v a s felt; 
it was also the boat 
commissioned to go in search of the 
man marooned 
on the 
Galapagos 
islands, in the Pacific ocean, off the 
coast of Sou th America, when the 
world sat on the anx iou s seat for 
over a Aveek to hear if the search 
had p roven su ccessfu l. 
Pickard was seen by a Daily Re­ 
pu blican representativ e shortly after 
his arriv al here last night, and Av hile 
he talked u ntil the midnight hou r, it 
was only possible to tou ch the high 
places of his many ex periences, and 
no dou bt the y ou ng fellow cou ld re­ 
cou nt interesting ev ents for day s and 
day s. 
A pecu liar fact, in this con­ 
nection, is that Pickard 
Avas in so 
many places, saw and heard so many 
things, that his fu nd of information 
was v irtu ally a Babel to him, and he 
cou ld not tell of a dozen ports that 
they tou ched withou t being coached a 
hit. 
His sev enteen-y ear-old brother 
stood by with the fire of admiration, 
pride and brother-Av orship in his ey e, 
and so close did he follow the fleet’s 
cru ise in the newspaper reports here, 
that he actu ally knew more abou t 
where the sailor had been than he 
himself knew. 
The Yankton, on 
Avh ieh Pickard 
was employ ed as an ordinary sea­ 
man, jv as the fastest boat in the 
fleet.' 
I t was formerly a y acht, oa v i i - 
ed by the Penelopes, and giv en to the 
United States gov ernment. 
It Av as 
u sed throu ghou t the cru ise as a ten­ 
der ship to the flagship Connecticu t, 
which Admiral “Fighting Bob” Ev ans 
commanded. 
The Yankton 
Avas a 
sort of “office boy ,” and wou ld carry 
the admirals from the v ariou s ships 
to port and discharge similar affices 
for the “big gu ns.” The Yankton Avas 
capable of doing from ten to fou r­ 
teen knots an hou r. 
Pickard left Hampton 
Roads 
in 
Nov ember, where President Roose- 
A*elt rev iewed the fleet from the May ­ 
flower. 
They Av ent arou nd the horn, 
across the Pacific, and throu gh the 
Su ez 
canal, 
back 
to 
Hampton 
Roads, making an entire circle of the 
globe. 
It was a gloriou s tou r and a 
trip, that not one of the men aboard 
will neA^er forget. 
At th e Galapagos islands, off 
th e 
east coast, of Sou th America, Avh ere 
a man named Jeff (Pickard cou ld n ot 
rememb er his en tire n ame) Avas ma­ 
roon ed on an islan d an d left alon e 
to h is fate. 
He Av as sh ip Avreek ed 
th ere with three oth er fellows. The 
three decided to bu ild a raft and take 


their chances on the Avaters, which 
they did, bu t Jeff elected to stay be­ 
hind and take his chances there of 
sighting a ship. 
The three men on a 
ra ft Av ere picked u p by a ship and 
word Avas sent broadcast for other 
ships in those waters to try and res­ 
cu e the modern Robinson Cru soe. 
It 
remained for the Yankton to per­ 
form that du ty and they left the re­ 
mainder of the fleet off the coast of 
Chile. 
Arriv ing at the island designated 
they fou nd the rifle, razor and some 
old clothes belonging to the maroon­ 
ed man, bu t cou ld not find him. 
The 
sailors fou nd where he had bu ilt a 
fire and had eaten some tu rtles. The 
Yankton fired sev eral shots, kept a 
seaehlight on the island all night and 
fired sky rockets ev ery half hou r, 
bu t no signs of life Avere fou nd. They 
gav e it u p as a hopeless task and 
conclu ded that Jeff 
had 
prov ed a 
v ictim 
to 
the 
many 
man 
eating 
sharks that litterally filled the Ava- 
ters there. 
On the island and in the 
water adjeeent, the largest species 
of tu rtles in the world 
are 
to 
be 
fou nd. 
They Av eigh ov e r sev en hu n­ 
dred pou nds and are as large as a 
boarding hou se bed. 
At Sanoa Pickard was treated to 
the rare sight of seeing man eating 
cannibals in all their glory . Most of 
them carried Avar clu bs (the same as 
Noah’s children u sed) and their ab- 
reA'iated costu me of a froA\Tn, a dim­ 
ple, some tan bark and a ring in their 
nose, A\rou ld make 
the 
Gold 
Du st 
twins look like heav ily attired Lap­ 
landers. 
The cannibals came ou t to 
the big boats hewed ou t of logs. 
When the news of the earthq u ake 
in Sicily reached the 
Yankton 
by 
wireless, they immediately pu t ou t 
for Messinna. Arriv ing there a sight 
met their ey es that made a deep im­ 
pression on all. and cau sed the blood 
to ru n cold in their v eins. The Yank­ 
ton Av as the first American boat to 
arriv e and hu ndreds of starv ing and 
inju red su rv iv ors beseiged them for 
food and medical assistance. 
They 
came in boats, flocks of them, and 
holding u p bags of gold, begged and 
pray ed for food and water, offering 
fabu lou s su ms. 
All the pro\*isions 
were taken ashore, u nder gu ard, and 
Con tin u ed on p age a, colu m n 5

Their appeal is to the 
Board of Rev iew, and it is highly to 
the credit of them Avh o hav e assessed 
a big per cent, of all the property of 
the cou nty for some y ears, that ap­ 
peals from their findings on real or 
personal property hav e 
been v ery 
rare. 
The State tax board at Indianapo­ 
lis are ev er on the alert for means 
by Av hieh all property interests shall 
share in bearing the tax bu rdens of 
the State.

John L. Griffiths of Indianapolis is 
the first Indiana m an to b e recognized 
with an appointm ent in the foreign 
service under the T aft adm inistration. 
P resident T aft is 
so well pleased 
with the efficient record Mr. Griffiths 
has m ade as consul at Liverpool that 
he has decided to tender Mr. Griffiths 
the office for four y ears more. 
Mr. 
Griffiths was appointed consul at Liv­ 
erpool on M arch 8, 1905, and has just 
rounded his first four y ears of service. 
Mr. T aft’s decision to continue him in 
the position is due in part to the ex­ 
cellent im pression he him self formed 
of Mr. Griffiths and also to the strong 
recom m endation of Secretary of S tate 
Knox, who presented to his chief that 
Mr. Griffiths is too valuab le a m an 
to b e let out of the pub lic service. 
Mr. Knox is enthusiastic in his praise 
of Griffiths, who he considers one of 
the b est m en in the foreign service of 
the governm ent.

any thing like an extended statem ent. 
During the exam ination he carried a 
pad in his hands and m ade frequent 
notes. 
He sub stantiated the conten­ 
tion of the defense tha t he had planned 
to go in the m edal m anufacturing b us­ 
iness, and he denied tha t the devices 
in his possession w ere dies w ere dies 
or hub s sim ilar to those used b y the 
governm ent, as did M. Childs, an ex­ 
pert Chicago engraver, who adm itted 
on cross exam ination tha t they m ight 
b e such if m ore com plete.

point b y the defense as a result of 
Federal Judge W right’s ruling tha t the 
defendant could not legally have such 
things in his possession. 
Fifty char­

Our great 
philosopher, Benjamin Franklin, esti­ 
mated six children to a normal Amer­ 
ican family in his day. 
The average 
at the present time is slightly above 
two. 
F or 19 00 it is calculated that 
there are only about three-fourths as 
many children to potential mothers 
in America as there were forty years 
ago. 
Were the old rate of the mid­ 
dle of the century sustained, there 
would be 15,000 more births yearly 
in the State of M assachuetts than 
now,occur. 
In the course of a cen­ 
tury the proportion 
of 
our 
entire 
population, consisting 
of 
children 
under the age of 10, has fallen from 
one-third to one-quarter. 
This, for 
the whole United States, is equiva­ 
lent to the loss of about 7.000,000 
children. 
So alarming has this phe­ 
nomenon of the falling birth rate be­ 
come in the Australian colonies that, 
in South Wales, a special govern­ 
m ental commission has voluminously 
reported upon the subject. 
It is es­ 
timated that there has been a decline 
of about one-third in the fruitful­ 
ness of the people in fifteen years. 
New* Zealand even complains of the 
lack of children to fill her schools. 
The fact concerning the stagnation, 
nay even the retrogression 
of 
the 
population of France are too well- 
known to need description.
